Memorial to 
poet could be 
built in park 

A NEW sculpture could be erected 
to commemorate war poet Wilfred 
Owen in his home town. 

Owen was born in Plas Wilmot, 
Oswestry, in 1893 and became re¬ 
nowned for his war poems describing 
the horrors of battle. 

A group of artists is now hoping 
to build a large-scale memorial to 
Owen in the town’s Cae Glas Park, 
as a tribute to the poet and a way of 
attracting tourists. The idea for the 
sculpture came from Qube Arts and 
The Best Of Oswestry, which would 
like to see the town make more of its 
connections to the soldier poet. 

Artists Ron Ward and Julie Ed¬ 
wards, from Planet Art, were chosen 
from 31 proposals submitted to Qube 
Arts as the preferred idea for a me¬ 
morial sculpture. 

Mr Ward said the proposal in¬ 
cludes the building of a “whispering 
wall” which depicts Wilfred Owen’s 
life and poems. He added: “The idea 
is very much in its early stages and a 
consultation period will be needed to 
establish the public’s preferences in 
terms of design, location and mate¬ 
rials used.” 

The costs would be covered by 
Qube Arts.

RENEWED calls have been made to improve the safety of the A5 road 
near Oswestry after a crash closed it for more than seven hours. 

A driver had to be cut from the wreckage of his car following the crash and 
there were further road problems when initial diversions through country lanes 
were closed when a lorry broke down on one of the lanes. 

The crash happened at about 5pm on Thursday last week - the same day an economic 
expert was telling a key business meeting the area’s poor road network was holding the 
region back. 

Paul Forrest, the head of research at the West Midlands Economic Forum, said faster 
broadband and improved roads were vital if the region was to prosper in the future. 

In the wake of Thursday’s crash, traffic faced diversions through Queens Head and 
Whittington or Maesbury until the road reopened at 12.30am on Friday. 

Oswestry Mayor Peter Cherrington said while the crash was unfortunate, he hoped it 

would mark a renewed drive to get the road 
upgraded to a dual carriageway. 

He said: “I hope that this emphasises the 
urgency and necessity of making this sec¬ 
tion of the bypass a dual carriageway. 

“It would be nice if we had the dual car¬ 
riageway sooner rather than later. 

“I’m able to go to the top of Scotland and 
the bottom of Cornwall on dual carriage¬ 
ways, with the exception of Chirk to Ness- 
cliffe. We need this road to be improved.” 

The calls come after Shropshire MPs 
Daniel Kawczynski and Owen Paterson, as 
well as Councillor Keith Barrow, leader of 
Shropshire Council, lobbied the Secretary 
of State for Transport Patrick McLoughlin 
to make improvements to the “totally inad¬ 
equate” A5 - including making the stretch 
on which the crash happened into a dual 
carriageway. 

Mr Kawczynski, MP for Shrewsbury, said 
the meeting had been “constructive”, add¬ 
ing that Mr McLoughlin had agreed to ask 
Highways England for a primary costing 
for dualling the A5. 

Economic expert Paul Forrest called for 
road network improvements when he was 
the keynote speaker at the Oswestry Vision 
Expo at the Lion Quays Hotel. 

The expo was attended by about 40 lead¬ 
ing businesses from across Shropshire, 
Powys and Wrexham. 

Mr Forrest said: “People need to recog¬ 
nise that there are important routes here, 
and the road transport network and route 
between Shrewsbury and Hereford is really 
poor.”

Voluntary 
liquidation 
move by firm 

A GROUNDS maintenance compa¬ 
ny has gone into voluntary liquida¬ 
tion. 

Staff at Oswestry company P&W 
Contracting arrived for work on 
Monday to find gates to a compound 
shut and the vehicles they usually 
drive locked inside. 

It is understood that the business 
is having to restructure and it will 
still carry on trading in a different 
form. 

Until the weekend the company 
employed almost 50 people. 

It is not known how many people 
have lost their jobs in the restruc¬ 
turing. 

Jason Elliott from chartered ac¬ 
countant firm Cowgill Holloway, 
which is dealing with P&W Con¬ 
tracting, said the company had gone 
into creditors’ voluntary liquidation. 

He said a creditors’ meeting had 
been called for November 17. 

Mr Elliot said that a liquidator 
would be appointed at that meeting. 

“I am not able to say at the present 
time how many jobs are involved,” 
Mr Elliott said. 

No-one at the company would 
comment on the situation, referring 
inquiries to Cowgill Holloway.

Her chauffeur was forced to take eva¬ 
sive action in the ministerial Mercedes 
when he was cut-up at the Church Street 
junction. 

“I’ve now seen at first hand what all 
the talk is about,” said Mrs Hart.

Following the Minister’s visit, Mr 
George said: “It would seem that there is 
a consensus that a number of alterations 
would support the better flow of traffic 
in the town including the idea of Brook 
Street becoming two-way. 

“I was pleased that the Minister was 
receptive to the idea of alterations being 
made. She committed her officials to re¬ 
viewing the proposals to return Brook 
Street to two-way traffic and she will also 
consider a range of other measures to im¬ 
prove pedestrian safety. 

“I would like to thank the Mayor of 
Welshpool, Councillor Malcolm Douglass, 
and the Clerk of Welshpool Town Council, 
Robert Robinson, for hosting and facili¬ 
tating the meeting with the Minister.”

A COMPANY which had its plans 
to build a wind farm in Mid Wales 
thrown out by the government 
says it has “solid grounds” for 
appeal. 

RWE Innogy said it was “surprised” 
at energy minister Andrea Leasdom’s 
decision to refuse its plans for a wind 
farm at Carnedd Wen, near Lanbryn- 
mair. 

Mrs Leasdom threw the plans out last 
month along with three others and an 
overhead power line between Llandinam 
and Welshpool. 

RES UK, which wanted to build a wind 
farm in Llanbrynmair, confirmed it had 
lodged an appeal against the decision last 
week. 

Now RWE Innogy has confirmed it is also 
seeking a judicial review into the decision. 

Ffion Davies, company spokeswoman, 
said: “RWE Innogy can confirm that it has 
requested a judicial review into the recent 
rejection of Carnedd Wen wind farm. 

“We remain surprised that the project 
was rejected by the UK Government, de¬ 
spite receiving a clear recommendation for 
approval by the planning inspector and we 
believe we have solid grounds supporting 
our request for a review of this decision. 

“We remain convinced that this is one 
of the best remaining locations for a wind 
farm in Wales, and that onshore wind still 
has a role to play in the UK’s low-carbon 
energy mix.” 

Had the four wind farms and power line 
been given the go-ahead, it would have 
paved the way for the National Grid’s con¬ 
troversial Mid Wales Connection Project 

The project which would have seen a 
substation built at Cefn Coch, near Llan- 
fair Caereinion and a 33-mile power line 
across the border to Lower Frankton near 
Oswestry. 

Although some of the line would have 
been buried underground, the majority of 
the cable would have been carried overhead 
on pylons. 

Campaigners launched a battle against 
the power plans. 

They said the pylons would have de¬ 
stroyed the tourism business and caused 
harm to the countryside. A 12-month public 
inquiry was held into the wind farm plans. 

Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies has 
said he is “appalled” that both companies 
have lodged their appeals. 


SHOPPERS in Oswestry were left spooked 
by a zombie flash mob which took over the 
town centre. 

Covered in fake blood with vacant stares 
members of Fusion Arts Oswestry could be 
found around the town as they embraced 
the Halloween spirit early. 

The characters were promoting a Night¬ 
mare on Oak Street event where youngsters 
can take part in games and activities as an 
alternative to trick or treating. 

Jay Moore, chairman of Fusion Arts 
Oswestry said: “It’s in its second year now 
and it is essentially a scare maze where you 
can go into lots of rooms and brave the dif¬ 
ferent things in there. 


“We will have live performances in those 
rooms as well, dance routines, actors as 
zombies, and we even have a zombie foot¬ 
ball team. It is a safe alternative to trick or 
treating really. 

“For young people, there are a lot of is¬ 
sues like knocking on people’s doors they 
don’t know, they don’t know what they are 
being given, and you get complaints from 
residents as well about trick or treating. 

“So this is a safe alternative to those 
things. 

“It is suitable for children and adults 
and we have different levels of scare - some 
are quite mild while some are a bit more 
extreme.” To promote the idea which has 


been organised by Fusion Arts member 
Poppy King, the actors took to Oswestry 
in character handing out flyers about the 
event. 

Mr Moore said: “They had a very inter¬ 
esting response really. 

“A lot of people found it quite fun I think 
- they were going into cafes and having 
lunch in character and giving out flyers 
in character. It was quite quirky and out 
of the blue so we got quite a positive re¬ 
sponse.” The event will take place on Sat¬ 
urday at The Centre, in Oak Street with 
tickets available on the door from 5.45pm. 
It will cost £3 entry and the first tour will 
start at 6pm and the last will begin at 8pm.

Mother was 
charged for 
son’s visits 

A “CALLOUS and calculating” son 
who charged his aged mother £400 
every time he could be bothered to 
visit her in a nursing home has been 
condemned as “repugnant” by a 
judge. 

The 62-year-old wouldn’t even pay 
for his 87-year-old mother’s toiletries, 
said Judge Denzil Lush and charged 
her more than £117,000 for his “out of 
pocket expenses”. The judge stripped 
the son of his power of attorney over 
his mother’s finances. 

The pensioner from Powys cannot 
be identified. 

Resident in care homes for many 
years, she appointed her son to look 
after her finances under an enduring 
power of attorney in 2004. 

Concerns were raised after her 
unpaid nursing home bills reached 
£29,000 last year and an inquiry was 
launched by the Office of the Public 
Guardian. The son insisted that he 
had never taken any gifts from his 
mother’s estate and had tirelessly 
fought her corner in a long-running 
funding battle with Powys Local 
Health Board. 

But Judge Lush told him: “One 
would be hard pressed to find a more 
callous and calculating attorney, who 
has flagrantly abused his position of 
trust.” 

After sacking the son from his posi¬ 
tion of trust, Judge Lush appointed a 
professional lawyer to act in his place. 

Man in court over 
rape allegations 

A MAN has appeared in court charged 
with six counts of rape, including two 
on a 15-year-old girl, and of taking in¬ 
decent photographs of a child. 

Christopher Wayne Edwards, 40, 
appeared at Welshpool Magistrates 
Court on Tuesday where his case was 
committed to Mold Crown Court. 

He did not enter any pleas during 
the hearing and the case will be heard 
at Mold on November 6. 

Edwards, of Gilmour Court, Welsh¬ 
pool, faces two charges of raping and 
one of sexually assaulting a 15-year- 
old and four charges of raping a 
woman. 

He is also accused of possessing 78 
indecent photographs of a child and 
three charges of taking an indecent 
photograph of a child. 

Edwards is also charged with four 
drugs offences, including supplying 
cocaine and cannabis, between 2012 
and 2014.

A MAN known to many as “Mr 
Poppy Man” because of his in¬ 
volvement in the annual Poppy 
Appeal has died aged 63. 

Roy Fry organised the Poppy 
Appeal in Oswestry in 2012 and 
2013, creating a new logo for 
the centre of the poppy wreaths 
which was adopted by the Royal 
British Legion nationally. 

Failing health forced him to 


resign last year, but he remained 
an active member of the town’s 
branch of the Royal British Le¬ 
gion until his death on October 
3, just a few days before his 64th 
birthday. 

David Cooper, a member of the 
Oswestry RBL branch, said all of 
Mr Fry’s friends have fond mem¬ 
ories of him and his contribu¬ 
tions to the club. He said: “When 


Roy and his wife Brenda moved 
to Oswestry he transferred his 
membership to Oswestry and 
quickly became an invaluable 
member. He will be missed by all 
that knew him.”

Talks needed over plan 
to carry out war project

A MAJOR First World War com¬ 
memoration appears to have 
stalled after land where an ar¬ 
chaeological dig was proposed 
was earmarked for housing. 

Historic England had hoped to exca¬ 
vate practice trenches on the plateau 
at Oswestry’s historic hillfort next 
year as part of a special programme of 
national events. 

But the project hit problems during ne¬ 
gotiations with the planning consultant, 
J10 Planning, and the farmer behind the 
housing bid. Historic England will need the 
farmer’s permission to carry out the dig, 
which the farmer uses for cattle grazing. 

However, in a letter to Historic England, 
J10 Planning said the farmer would like 
to support the project but is looking for an 
agreement with the body over “develop¬ 
ment and betterment proposals”. 

The dig was set to research the relation¬ 
ship and activities linking Old Oswestry 
hillfort, Park Hall military camp and 
Oswestry-born World War One poet and 
soldier, Wilfred Owen, who was stationed 
at the camp in October 1916. It is thought 
that Owen trained on the hillfort’s practice 
trench network. 

It could also have uncovered some of the 
monument’s older history, giving insights 
into the origins of the 3,000-year-old hill¬ 
fort. 

John Waine, from campaign group 
Hands Off Old Oswestry Hillfort, which 
is dedicated to preserving the history and 
setting of the fort, said it was disappointing 
news that the project had stalled. 

He said: “If it’s going to happen at all, 
Historic England needs to crack on. We 
hope that common sense will prevail.”

Attack was 
caught on 
CCTV camera 

THREE Shropshire men set upon two Pol¬ 
ish men in a late-night attack that was cap¬ 
tured on CCTV 

One of the victims was left unconscious 
and with a broken jaw, Mold Crown Court 
was told. 

Judge Niclas Parry said Gary Scott, Ste¬ 
ven Rayon and Christopher Johnson had 
been involved in an “alcohol fuelled, mind¬ 
less incident of town centre violence late at 
night which blights the town of Wrexham”. 

He added: “People in Wrexham are to¬ 
tally fed up of it and look to the courts for 
protection.” Scott, 25, of Woolston Bank, 
Oswestry, admitted assault and affray and 
was jailed for 18 months. 

Rayon, 23, of Church Lane, Ellesmere, 
admitted assault and wounding and re¬ 
ceived a 16-month prison sentence, sus¬ 
pended for 18 months. 

He was tagged to remain indoors for 
three months between 6.30pm and 6am 
and was ordered to pay total compensation 
of £950. 

Johnson, 24, of Laburnum Drive, 
Oswestry, admitted affray and received an 
eight-month prison sentence suspended for 
18 months. He also received the same cur¬ 
few and was ordered to pay £750 costs. 

Prosecuting barrister Matthew Dunford 
said that the two victims had been on a 
night out and were approached in the early 
hours in what was an unprovoked attack. 

He played CCTV footage of the incident 
to the court and said one of the victims 
needed surgery for a fractured jaw. 


Black Police Association conference, Mrs 
May said the proportion of black and Asian 
officers is “simply not good enough” and 
quoted Home Office data suggesting four 
forces - Cheshire, Durham, Dyfed-Powys 
and North Yorkshire - had no black of¬ 
ficers. 

In her speech Mrs May said the 43 forces 
in England and Wales are not racially rep¬ 
resentative of the communities they serve. 

She said there are no ethnic minority 
chief constables, adding that it is “not good 
enough”. 

A Dyfed-Powys Police spokesperson said: 
“In accordance with the most recent pub¬ 
lished figures, 0.66 per cent of Dyfed Powys 
Police officers identify themselves as Black 
Minority Ethnic, compared to the aver¬ 
age of 2.23 per cent of people who identify 
themselves as BME across Dyfed Powys, 
according to the 2011 census data. 

“Officers identifying their specific eth¬ 
nicity is currently a voluntary process, 
and work is ongoing to look at ways of im¬ 
proving the accuracy of the figures, and for 
them to be a truer reflection. 

“Of our population of 506,300, 856 peo¬ 
ple, or 0.19 per cent identified themselves 
as Black or Black British at the last census. 

“Dyfed Powys Police recognises the need 
for the workforce to reflect the communi¬ 
ties we serve. 

“As such, 71 per cent of the workforce 
consider themselves to have good Welsh 
language skills, and the proportion of our 
communities that can speak, read or write 
through the medium of Welsh are 49 per 
cent in Ceredigion, 46 per cent in Car¬ 
marthenshire, 21 per cent in Powys and 21 
per cent in Pembrokeshire. 

“The force has 30.08 per cent women 
police officers with 50 per cent of the in¬ 
take of police officers this month female, 
and 57 per cent of the officers transferring 
from other forces to the force this month 
are female. 

“We are committed to taking positive ac¬ 
tion with the aim of increasing the number 
of BME officers and staff.”

Time to break ties with 
the EU says NIP Paterson

THE European Union cutting its ties with Britain is the greatest 
chance the country has to break out and establish global trading 
links, Oswestry’s MP has said. 

Owen Paterson, MP for North Shropshire, said that Britain will be left on 
the outside yet still tied to the EU if it carries out its plans for a reorganised 
monetary and fiscal union based on the Eurozone. 

Speaking to a high level anti-EU group, the MP said it was a once-in-a-lifetime oppor¬ 
tunity. Mr Paterson is part of the Vote Leave Campaign, an all party group that wants 

- Britain to break away from Europe. 

In a question and answer session at a 
meeting of The Bruges Group in London, 
the MP said: “It is the European Union 
that is leaving us, there is not doubt about 
it.” 

He said three major EU reports put for¬ 
ward plans that in five years would mean 
a new, monetary and fiscal union in the 
Eurozone. 

“Those of us not in the Euro will be given 
associate status,” Mr Paterson said. 

“That is the worst position we could find 
ourselves in. 

“We would still be tied to the EU yet 
would have no say at all. 

“It is completely hopeless. We would be 
left on the outside.” 

He said it was an ideal time to vote to 
leave the union. 

“We should be using this moment to wish 
them well but say this is the moment when 
we break out and establish a new connec¬ 
tion based on trade - the connection prom¬ 
ised in 1975,” Mr Paterson said. 

“But we should move away from much of 
the EU so that we can make our own laws 
in our own parliament, develop trade links 
across the world and become a fully fledged 
member of the World Trade Organisation 
rather than having l/28th of a place on the 
organisation.” 

The MP went on to answer questions on 
the history of world trade and Britain and 
how this can help develop links internation¬ 
ally. 

“This is a once-in-a-lifetime opportu¬ 
nity,” he said. “We have very good rela¬ 
tionships with China and long, historical 
links with India and of course the Com¬ 
monwealth. 

“We have to re-energise the Anglosphere, 
the traditional links that bind together 
Britain, America, Canada, Australia and 
New Zealand.” 

Mr Paterson has emerged as a leading 
figure in the Vote Leave and anti-EU lobby. 
He has recently appeared on political pro¬ 
grammes on both television and radio. 


Mum pays 
tribute to 
'great lad' 

THE mother of a motorcyclist who died in 
a collision with a horsebox has paid tribute 
to her son, saying “he lived a whole life in 
27 short years”. 

An inquest was held into Stephen Ash¬ 
ley Jones, who was seriously injured in the 
accident on the A49 just north of Craven 
Arms. He died on August 19 at the Royal 
Stoke University Hospital. Mr Jones had 
worked as a sous chef at the Lake Vyrnwy 
Hotel and Spa in Llanwddyn. Following the 
hearing held at Shirehall in Shrewsbury on 
Tuesday, his mother Jane Silva thanked 
everybody who attended his funeral. 

She said: “It was packed and the dona¬ 
tions were over £1,000, we have actually 
given some to the critical care unit at Stoke 
Hospital and the rest to the Air Ambulance. 

“We were told at the hospital that he had 
actually registered as a donor and we were 
absolutely shocked. 

“That has since led to two people bene¬ 
fiting from his kidneys and now his liver 
and the person who had his liver had been 
waiting around four years, a very long time. 

“That shows he is living on in someone 
else. He was a great lad, he lived a whole 
life in 27 years.” 

The inquest heard Mr Jones, who lived 
in Morda, near Oswestry, was involved in 
the crash when his motorcycle strayed into 
the opposite lane and into the path of the 
horse box. Shropshire coroner John Ellery 
recorded that he died of traumatic brain 
injuries. 


CCTV image sparks warning

A RESIDENT’S CCTV camera captured a 
stranger wandering around a village, trying 
gates to properties and car handles. 

Tom Jones, from the Bay tree Avenue 
area of St Martins, near Oswestry, posted 
an image of the hooded person on social net¬ 
working site Facebook to warn neighbours. 

His post was shared more than 600 times 
in just a few hours by concerned locals. 

Mr Jones also handed over the CCTV to 
West Mercia Police, which is now investi¬ 
gating. 

The 22-year-old was reviewing the CCTV 
footage at his home when he noticed a man 
in an alleyway next to his property. 

He said: “I saw him on our CCTV at half 
past midnight on Tuesday, first trying our 
car handles then the doors of our house and 


conservatory. He then leaves our property 
and an hour later I see him walking past 
again out of the estate, meaning he may 
have tried numerous houses in Baytree Av¬ 
enue/Bay tree Close.” 

Mr Jones said he was surprised at how 
quickly his Facebook post had been shared. 

“Its incredible how many likes and shares 
it has had - over 600 in the space of a few 
hours,” he added. 

“A few people that live nearby have since 
said they noticed gates open in their back 
garden and one lady checked her conserva¬ 
tory and found her handbag and baby bag 
had been stolen.” 

West Mercia Police confirmed the CCTV 
had been handed in and they are now look¬ 
ing at it.

BREEZE ABOUT 
TOWN 


After 45 years in the media in¬ 
dustry you learn there’s always 
another story just around the 
corner - quite literally as it turned 
out in Welshpool this week when 
Welsh Transport Minister Edwina 
Hart was in town. 

The Minister was in Welsh¬ 
pool to meet Assembly Member 
Russell George and a Welshpool 
Town Council delegation to dis¬ 
cuss the town’s highly contro¬ 
versial one-way system - and 
got a real-life taste of just how 
bad things are on a daily basis 
for local residents. 

On a chauffeur driven tour her 
ministerial car was involved in 
a near miss when a white van 
changed lanes at a junction with¬ 
out warning and her driver was 
forced to take emergency action. 

For those keen to make the 
Minister aware of the dangers of 
the one-way system it couldn’t 
have happened at a better time 
and she confirmed to me after¬ 
wards that it had been quite an 
experience and had really ruffled 
her driver, whose description of 
the road system was deemed 
unsuitable for print. 

Ms Hart left promising the 
town an urgent review, her driv¬ 
er promising never to return and 
Welshpool councillors denying 
they had hired “white van man” 
to cause the incident. 

Some days you just couldn’t 
make it up. 

What really wound me up this 
week was yet another report on 
the causes of cancer. Barely a 
week goes by without one theo¬ 
ry or another filling the pages of 
newspapers and now the good 
old English/Welsh breakfast is to 
blame it seems. 

Bacon, burgers and sausages 
are as big a cancer threat as cig¬ 
arettes, global health chiefs have 
warned in a new World Health 
Organisation report which clas¬ 
sified processed meat as car¬ 
cinogenic alongside arsenic and 
asbestos. 

Officials said just 50g of pro¬ 
cessed meat a day - less than 
one sausage - increases the risk 
of bowel cancer by almost a fifth 
and experts are now urging the 
public to avoid processed meat 
where possible and to have a 
bean salad for lunch rather than 
a BLT. 

We know how important re¬ 
search is, particularly where can¬ 
cer in involved, but surely this is 
scaremongering on a new level. 
There are clearly risks when eat¬ 
ing too much processed meat, 
we’ve known that for years, but 
this report fails to feature the 
nutritional benefits of eating red 
meat. When like me you don’t 
drink alcohol or smoke there are 
few pleasures left and tucking 
into a hearty breakfast happens 
to be one of them. So you may 
well be global health chiefs but 
you can take your muesli and 
head for the hills. 

Surely moderation is the real 
answer.

Young Evie-Lou's bravery 
seals top award honour 


A young Llangynog girl's 
courage has been recog¬ 
nised in style. MARK 
AMPREWS reports _ 

THE region’s bravest and kind¬ 
est have been recognised at 
this year’s Pride of Shropshire 
Awards - and it was a young girl 
from Llangynog near Oswestry 
who was one of the stars of the 
show. 

Evie-Lou Harrington’s tale is one 
of amazing courage, which led to her 
receiving no fewer than six nomina¬ 
tions in the annual awards scheme. 

The seven-year-old was born 10 weeks 
premature, and at the age of 21 months 
she was told she would never be able to 
walk. Earlier this year, after travelling to 
the US for a life-changing operation, she 
completed a one-mile sponsored walk to 
help raise funds for her older sister Emi- 
lie, who also has cerebral palsy, to receive 
the same treatment. 

Before the surgery two years ago, Evie 
could barely move her feet forward, even 
with the aid of a special walking frame. 

Evie’s family had raised more than 
£40,000 to send her to America for the 
selective dorsal rhizotomy treatment. 

With the aid of sticks, she completed 
the one-mile sponsored walk along Lake 
Vyrnwy in February. 

Nominator Carmel Clarke said: “Evie 
is the most inspirational little girl I have 
ever met, she is always smiling, just a 
beautiful little girl inside and out. 

“She deserves recognition for being 
such a brave and thoughtful little girl.” 

Evie’s mother Donna said Evie does 
up to two hours therapy a day to get the 
most out of her operation, and in July 
took her first unaided steps. 

She said it was important that Emilie

received the same treatment as her con¬ 
dition was deteriorating. 

Nominator Michelle Culyer added: 
“She is a strong, determined little girl 
who works hard alongside her parents 
to make her life better and other special 
little people’s lives better. 

“I think she is one beautiful little 
flower, delicate but yet so strong she 
truly is an incredible little lady.” 

Evie-Lou won the Special Young Per¬ 
son award at the Pride of Shropshire 
awards evening held at Shrewsbury 
Town’s Greenhous Meadow stadium. 

The event, organised by the Oswestry 
and Border Chronicle’s sister paper the 
Shropshire Star, is in its eighth year. 

And this year the Prime Minister Da¬ 
vid Cameron threw his weight behind 
the event, delivering a personal mes¬ 
sage to the finalists praising them for 
their efforts. 


Mr Cameron said: “I wanted to con¬ 
vey my support for tonight’s awards 
and explain why I think the Pride of 
Shropshire is such an important initi¬ 
ative. 

“Very often people who make the 
biggest contribution to their commu¬ 
nities might not think they are doing 
anything out of the ordinary, but the 
truth is they have achieved something 
very special. 

“This is a celebration of Shropshire’s 
unsung heroes and everyone who has 
been nominated should feel very proud 
of what they have achieved.” 

The ceremony, compered by BBC 
Radio Shropshire breakfast show pre¬ 
senter Eric Smith, saw awards pre¬ 
sented in nine categories, with an extra 
award for the overall winner. 

Sisters Karen Higgins and Annie 
Hambley took the overall award, having 


won the People’s Champion category for 
their efforts in creating Shrewsbury’s 
Big Busk. 

After their musician brother Ben was 
murdered in an unprovoked attack three 
years ago, they decided to honour his 
talent by organising a music festival to 
raise money for the Shrewsbury Ark, a 
centre for vulnerable people. 

The Good Neighbour Award went 
to Jean Griffin, who is a volunteer for 
the Omega charity which offers one-to- 
one telephone support to people feeling 
lonely or isolated. 

Carer of the year was Miriam Hulme, 
who as well as caring for her own son 
with Down’s Syndrome, organised clubs 
and holidays for others with similar con¬ 
ditions. 

Tomos Roberts, who overcame severe 
dyslexia to become a successful author, 
took the Learner award. 

Fiona Smith won the Courage Award. 
Fiona, 48, from Telford, has had numer¬ 
ous operations for breast cancer and set 
up the Swimming After Surgery group 
to give confidence to women who had 
gone through similar procedures. 

Bridgnorth Young Farmers took the 
Environmental Champion award for 
the group’s work preserving the historic 
Daniels Mill in Eardington, beating off 
competition from the Montgomeryshire 
Against Pylons campaign, and The 
Cambrian Railway Orchard Project in 
Oswestry. 

Paramedic Ed Hullah from Newcas- 
tle-upon-Clun, who helped saved lives in 
Nepal following this year’s devastating 
earthquake received the Local Heroes 
Award. Stiff competition came from 
Constable Sarah Grove - who disarmed 
a knife-wielding attacker in a dark street 
in Bridgnorth - and Dr Martin Deahl, 
who helped fight the deadly Ebola virus 
in Sierra Leone. 

Charles Bonser who wrestled with a 
snarling pit-bull cross to prevent it at¬ 
tacking a three-year-old girl and two 
women won the Outstanding Bravery 
award. 


WORKING 
FOR YOU 



I made improving communica¬ 
tions a key priority in my re-elec¬ 
tion campaign. I am determined 
to see improvements to broad¬ 
band, mobile telephones, rail 
and roads during this Parliament. 

Improving the A5 has been 
one of my top priorities since I 
was elected in 1997. I used my 
first ever Adjournment Debate 
soon after my election to dis¬ 
cuss the totally inadequate state 
of the single track road running 
north of Shrewsbury to Chirk. 
Sadly everything I said is still 
totally relevant today. I recently 
met the Secretary of State for 
Transport, Patrick McLoughlin 
MP, to discuss the A5 and other 
roads, supported by Daniel Ka- 
wczynski MP and Cllr Keith Bar- 
row, Leader of Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil. Despite being part of the 
Trans European Network running 
from Holyhead to Felixstowe this 
stretch of road from the Welsh 
border to the junction with the 
A458 at Shrewsbury is the only 
section that is a single carriage¬ 
way. Tragically, deaths and in¬ 
juries affect residents of North 
Shropshire disproportionately. 
Since 1991 there have been 48 
fatalities, 308 serious casual¬ 
ties and 1,081 slight casualties. 
Everyone knows that at busy 
times the traffic grinds to a halt. 
I am absolutely clear that the 
only long term solution is to turn 
the entire stretch of road into a 
dual carriageway. Incremental 
measures such as traffic calming 
have been suggested in the past 
but would not have a worthwhile 
effect and would be a waste of 
public money. What is needed 
is a clear strategic commitment 
to dual the entire stretch of the 
road. The meeting was really 
productive. Luckily he knows the 
area well having trained in 1974 
as a chef at the Poachers at 
Gledrid although he remembers 
it as the New Inn! He agreed to 
ask the Highways Agency what 
the total approximate cost would 
be and over what timescale the 
work could be completed. Ev¬ 
idence is to begin being taken 
for the “Road Investment Strat¬ 
egy 2” in early 2016. We agreed 
that, during the evidence taking, 
the Highways Agency would be 
invited to Shrewsbury for a full 
presentation on the proposed 
project. An initial report for RIS2 
will be published in 2017 going 
out for consultation later that 
year. I look forward to liaising 
with the Highways Agency at all 
stages of this process. Creating 
a dual carriageway will lessen 
the risk to drivers, reduce travel 
times and congestion, improving 
access to and from Oswestry. I 
look forward to hearing the out¬ 
come of the Secretary of State’s 
discussion with the Highways 
Agency and working together 
with him to resolve this issue 
once and for all.

Do not believe 
all their spin 

DO readers realise that whenever a giant 
wind farm is proposed, that they are being 
completely misled by the sales pitch of the 
wind energy industry? 

The spiel always claims the latest wind 
farm will supply the energy for thousands 
of homes. To arrive at that figure, the elec¬ 
trical output of the wind farm is divided 
by around 4,170 kilowatthours (kWhrs) 
which is supposedly the amount of annual 
electricity used by the average UK house¬ 
hold. 

Well, not only are empty houses and 
second homes used to arrive at that cal¬ 
culation, but the average UK home uses 
gas, with an electrical equivalent of 14,829 
kWhrs (DECC official stats from 2013). 
Gas is, of course used for home-heating 
and cooking - major energy uses. 

So the average UK home used 3.55 times 
the energy from gas, as it used from elec¬ 
tricity in 2013. 

What makes things even more mislead¬ 
ing is that the wind turbines are dumped 
in rural areas to supply faraway urban 
homes. The rural homes are rarely heated 
by gas, but the wind energy industry sales 
pitch always claims to supply local homes. 
In truth, a wind farm only provides the 
energy of a quarter of the homes claimed.

Council takes action to 
ban use of sky lanterns

RELEASING controversial sky 
lanterns from any Powys Coun¬ 
ty Council owned or managed 
property is now banned follow¬ 
ing a decision by the authority’s 
cabinet. 

The cabinet agreed to ban the re¬ 
lease of sky lanterns, which are also 
known as Chinese lanterns, because 
of dangers to residents, farm animals, 
wildlife and property. The cabinet also 
agreed to urge Welsh Government to 
use its powers to ban their use across 
Wales. 

Members were told that the floating 
paper lanterns are like miniature hot air 
balloons and are often used at weddings, 
parties and around the festive season. 

Fire chiefs have called for an urgent re¬ 
view into the use of the lanterns after one 
caused a blaze at a plastics plant in Smeth¬ 
wick in the West Midlands, injuring ten 
firefighters and causing £6million worth of 
damage. Cabinet Member for Environment 
and Sustainability, Councillor John Powell 
said: “There is widespread concern at the 
impact of these lanterns. They may look 
attractive but the potential damage to res¬ 
idents, farm animals, wildlife and property 
cannot be ignored. 

“They are a virtual incendiary device con¬ 
sisting of a candle or a fuel cell filled with 
paraffin wax suspended inside a frame, 
capable of reaching heights of 1,000m and 
drifting for miles.”

Wendy Williams said: “Dyfed-Powys 
Police has improved its understand¬ 
ing of demand and we are impressed 
by the force’s ambition in investing 
extensively in technology to increase 
efficiency. 

“However, we are concerned that 
it has not made sufficient progress in 
planning effectively for future finan¬ 
cial uncertainties, nor in how it will 
continue to offer effective policing 
with fewer officers and staff.” 

Sharon Reynolds, Dyfed-Powys 
spokeswoman, said: “Although there 
are concerns highlighted about plan¬ 
ning effectively for future financial 
uncertainties, the public can be re¬ 
assured that we fully understand the 
current cost of policing and we have a 
clear plan in place to determine where 
future savings will come from and are 
confident that with prudent planning 
we will continue to provide a high 
standard of service to the public.”

County economy 
competing well 

SHROPSHIRE’S economy has out¬ 
performed major cities across the re¬ 
gion over the past few months, newly 
released figures have revealed. 

The economy in Shropshire grew by 
almost three per cent during the sec¬ 
ond quarter of the year. 

The most latest figures also show 
that Telford & Wrekin saw growth of 
just over two per cent. 

In contrast, Birmingham and Wol¬ 
verhampton’s economies grew by 
under two per cent. And the figures 
show that Coventry managed just 
0.8 per cent growth. The figures for 
Shropshire and Telford & Wrekin rep¬ 
resented a slight fall on the two areas’ 
performances during the first quar¬ 
ter, according to the Royal Bank of 
Scotland’s quarterly regional growth 
tracker. 

But Shropshire was named the 
fourth fastest growing area of the 
West Midlands based on the latest fig¬ 
ures. It comes after an economic sur¬ 
vey conducted by Shropshire Chamber 
of Commerce suggested growth was 
beginning to level off. 

Underground eco 
house is bought 

A ONCE-in-a-lifetime opportunity to 
build an underground eco house on a 
beautiful hill has been snapped up at 
auction by a Shropshire couple. 

The four acres of land at Hopton 
Hill, Hopton, Nesscliffe, sold for the 
guide price of £150,000 at a property 
auction by auctioneers Halls. 

The land was granted planning per¬ 
mission by Shropshire Council in July 
to build an earth-sheltered eco house. 
“The views from this land on Hopton 
Hill are a sight to behold and to be 
able to live there is a totally unique 
opportunity,” said auctioneer David 
Giles, a director of Halls. 


Solicitor voices fears 
over high court charges

A CONTROVERSIAL court 
charge which is leaving vulner¬ 
able defendants facing “huge” 
costs is a threat to justice, it has 
been claimed. 

Paul Inns, a defence solicitor who 
regularly works at Welshpool Magis¬ 
trates Court, said the £150 criminal 
court charge is forcing people to admit 
to crimes to avoid having to pay higher 
costs. 

Mr Inns said he fears for the future of the 
justice system. 

The charge has already resulted in one 
Shropshire magistrate quitting his post in 
protest. 

Richard Stilwell, who spent 21 years 
working in Shropshire courts, walked away 
after he was forced to order a man who 
stole goods worth £5.86 to pay £385 in fines 
and court costs. 

Mr Inns said he fears it will force peo¬ 
ple into admitting to crimes they did not 
commit. 

He said: “It is a huge threat to justice 
being done and a final nail in the coffin for 
defence solicitors. 

“Following on from the legal aid cuts ear¬ 
lier this year, this criminal court charge is 
now forcing some of most vulnerable citi¬ 
zens into admitting to crimes they did not 
commit. 

“You can be left with a huge bill for 
something that is relatively minor and peo¬ 
ple are admitting to crimes to avoid being 
hit by multiple fines and costs.” 

The charge has also been criticised 
by Welshpool Town Councillor Graham 
Breeze. 


A TANKER blocked a busy road af¬ 
ter getting stuck in a manhole as it 
tried to manoeuvre into a turning. 

Whittington Road in Oswestry was 
blocked from shortly before 8am on 
Thursday last week after the tanker, 
carrying 10 tonnes of oil, tried to 
reverse into the electric substation 
near the junction with the A5. 


Community Support Officer Andy 
Neeves from Oswestry police said: 
“It tried to reverse into the site and 
the front passenger side wheel has 
broken through the concrete cover of 
the BT manhole and sunk it to the 
floor so it can’t move.” 

A specialist recovery truck was 
sent out from Automechanical in 


Telford, but the road remained 
closed until shortly before 10.30am. 

Meanwhile, the A5 at Mile End 
roundabout was partially blocked 
the same day after a lorry shed its 
load. A large tractor bucket fell off 
the lorry on the westbound carriage¬ 
way just before the roundabout at 
about 12.30pm. 


Hearing is 
told road 
crash led to 
man's death 

A MOTORIST was killed when his 
car struck a signpost and flipped onto 
its roof following a collision with a 
van, a court heard. 

Andrew Watkins died instantly 
in the accident just a short distance 
from his home at Llansantffraid, near 
Oswestry. 

A jury at Shrewsbury Crown Court 
heard on Tuesday that Mr Watkins’s 
silver Peugeot was hit by a Volkswa¬ 
gen Caddy van, driven by 26-year-old 
Robert Jones, in April last year. 

It is alleged the van crossed the 
double white lines on a bend near a 
railway bridge on the A495 at Llan- 
yblodwel. 

Jones, of Nant-y-Glyn, Llansantf¬ 
fraid, denies a charge of causing the 
death of 59-year-old Mr Watkins by 
careless driving. 

Nicholas Tatlow, prosecuting, said 
that the error made by the defendant 
was relatively small, but one which 
had terrible consequences. 

He said that the precise cause of 
the crash was the issue in the case 
and the jury would hear from expert 
witnesses. 

The court heard that it was claimed 
that the front offside wheel of the VW 
van struck the rear offside wheel of 
the Peugeot. 

As the car lost its rear wheel it ro¬ 
tated clock wise and the nearside hit 
the verge. 

It then struck a road sign and the 
impact caused the car to flip over onto 
its roof leading directly to Mr Wat¬ 
kins’s death. 

The jury heard Jones’s defence was 
the reverse of the prosecution claim 
and that he alleged that it was the 
Peugeot that had strayed over the 
white lines. 

The trial continues.

IT survived Cromwell and his troops and al¬ 
most 400 years later it is still very much at 
the heart of the community. 

Now Llansilin Church is set to survive the nation¬ 
al drop-off in congregation numbers, thanks to a 
new friends group. 

St Silin’s Church has been a place of worship for more 
than 1,000 years with the earliest building on the site made 
of wood. 

It was thought to be damaged by Owain Glyndwr’s rebel¬ 
lion and Civil War Parliamentarians, taking refuge in the 
church, caused further damage. 

Its history is just one of the reasons that members of the 
local community have got together to ensure the church 
building is looked after in the future. 

A new Friends of St Silin’s group has been set up. The 
group held its first event recently, a successful art exhibi¬ 
tion and sale. 

Mary Cunnah, one of the friends and a local artist, said 
that the exhibition involved invited professional artists and 
also a number of artists who live in the Llansilin parish. 

She said money raised from the event went to the newly 
formed friends group. 

She said: “This is being set up to allow those who value 
the historic building, and wish to help maintain this won¬ 
derful link with the past, but don’t necessarily want to as¬ 
sociate with the religious aspects.” 

Chairman of the friends group Graham Kyle said that 
one of the problems facing the church was damp on the 
walls. He said: “St Silin’s has a a very rich history. Oliver 
Cromwell stabled his troops inside the church and the mus¬ 
ket bearers used the oak south door for target practice. The 
holes can still be seen on the door.”

This week we turn the focus onto 
the Oswestry Vision Expo, a unique 
networking event organised by 
Oswestry Chamber of Commerce 
and Shropshire Chamber of Com¬ 
merce and held at the Lion Ouays 
Hotel and Spa on Thursday last 
week. 

North Shropshire has all the vital 
components to become a hotbed of cut¬ 
ting-edge manufacturing, a top econo¬ 



mist told businesses leaders who attend¬ 
ed the Oswestry Vision Expo. 

Paul Forrest was the guest speaker at the 
event. 

He told the assembled business owners that 
the area simply needed the right infrastructure 
to allow advanced manufacturing to blossom. 

The head of research at the West Midlands 
Economic Forum said the changing face of 
manufacturing was making it better suited to 
rural areas like Shropshire. 

“The manufacturing sector as a proportion 
of the economy in Oswestry is larger than peo¬ 
ple realise,” he said. 

“You’re not going to get any more big steel 


plants being built, and you’re going to get peo¬ 
ple being more concerned about their lifestyle 
and where they live. 

“What we need to do to make that happen 
and to make it a more productive economy is 
all about connectivity. 

Dynamic 

“The potential is enormous here, as it is 
across the West Midlands, which has one of the 
most dynamic economies in the world despite 
the barriers being put in place by Whitehall.” 

He added: “We are not talking about some 
place that’s going backwards, it’s one that is 
dynamic and going forwards, and how we sus¬ 
tain that is the key issue.” 

The economic export pointed out some chal¬ 
lenges which had to be addressed to allow busi¬ 
nesses in the Oswestry area to prosper. 

Mr Forrest said that to allow cutting-edge 
manufacturing to thrive in the area, broad¬ 
band links need to be continuously improved, 
even beyond the current roll-out under the 
Connecting Shropshire programme, and that 


roads need to be upgraded to handle more traf¬ 
fic. 

“Superfast broadband is only the first 
stage,” he said. 

“Government thinks once they have the su- 
perfast it’s done but you have to improve it all 
the time. 

“It’s a continuous programme of refinement. 

“The other thing is it’s not looking at high¬ 
speed, it’s more about the average download 
speed, and all the data we have looked at shows 
the average speeds are really slow. 

“If we are going to deliver in North Shrop¬ 
shire as a centre for advanced manufacturing, 
broadband is critical.” 

Mr Forrest added: “This is also one of the 
major export routes into Wales and Ireland, 
and the A41 is a key route for getting engines 
to Liverpool. 

“People need to recognise that there are im¬ 
portant routes here, and the road transport 
network and route between Shrewsbury and 
Hereford is really poor.” 

More needs to be put into upgrading airports 


at Manchester and Birmingham, rather than 
the costlier alternative of a third runway at 
Heathrow, Mr Forrest added. 

Around 40 leading businesses in the region 
attended the Oswestry Vision Expo which or¬ 
ganisers said was one of the biggest and most 
exciting business events the area had seen for 
years. More than 80 business professionals 
from across Shropshire, Powys and Wrexham 
attended the breakfast networking event.

Nostalgia 


BY the time you read this Kevin 
Brady will either have completed 
his epic swim of the River Sev¬ 
ern... or he will have not. 

The 32-year-old has been attempt¬ 
ing to become the first person to swim 
the length of the river, from its source 
at Plynlimon, Mid Wales, to Severn 
Beach, near Bristol. 

It’s been tough going, with Kevin admit¬ 
ting to having felt “completely wrecked” 
after each day’s swim, with intense cold 
and a slower than expected current to help 
carry him. 

But had Ironbridge butcher Billy Jones 
still been alive, he would have been able to 
give Kevin some tips. Because over 80 years 
ago Billy completed an epic swim of his 
own on the River Severn which gained him 
headlines, albeit much less ambitious than 
Kevin’s marathon 220-mile effort done over 
a number of legs. 

William Jones, of Dale Road in Iron- 
bridge, swam the river from Cound Lodge, 
to Ironbridge, a distance of 11 miles, in just 
over five and a half hours, on Sunday, July 
1, 1934. 

“Having now swum down the river a dis¬ 
tance which, so far as is known, has never 
been equalled before, he hopes to make an 
attempt to swim from Shrewsbury to Iron- 
bridge, a distance of 21 miles, and there are 
many in the locality who would back him, 
given the necessary training, to conquer the 
English Channel,” said the contemporary 
report in the Shrewsbury Chronicle. 

Of course, the English Channel had fa¬ 
mously been first swum by another Shrop¬ 
shire swimmer, Captain Matthew Webb, 
who had learned to swim in the River Sev¬ 
ern in the Ironbridge Gorge in his Victorian 
childhood. 

“Mr Jones entered the water at 11.30am 
in the presence of several spectators,” the 
newspaper continued. 

“He used no skin application in the way 
of grease or oil. Mr Harry Rogers fed the 
swimmer with chocolate from his coracle. 
Using all strokes - breast, crawl and back 
stroke in particular - he was never in dif-

ficulties, though he admitted that he was 
cold towards the latter part of the swim, 
and after he had passed Buildwas he said 
he hardly knew he was swimming. 

“He floated down the fords and only in 
one place was he obliged to touch bottom 
with his hands. It was 5-8pm (this must 
mean 5.08pm) by the Ironbridge Church 
clock when he left the water a little way 
past the Iron Bridge. 

“Mr Jones has been keen on swimming 
all his life. He is a great physical cultur- 
ist, a member of the Health and Strength 
League, and is recognised as being one of 
the strongest men in the district. 

“He is 26 years of age; 5ft 7.5in. in height, 
weighs 13 stone 61bs., and his chest meas¬ 
urement (normal) is 42ins, and his calf, bi¬ 
ceps and neck measurements are each 16 
inches. 

“The son of Mr R.A. Jones, an Ironbridge 


butcher, he assists at present in his father’s 
business and is an old boy of Coalbrookdale 
High School.” 

The tale of Billy’s epic swim is also told in 
unpublished histories of Ironbridge written 
by Ironbridge-born Len Beeston, who was 
fascinated by the stories of the area and the 
local history. 

Mr Beeston died in the 1980s and would 
have been about seven when the swim took 
place. 

He wrote that Billy’s dreams of making 
the Shrewsbury to Ironbridge swim, and 
swimming the English Channel, never came 
true. 

“Billy’s father was later to become Lord 
Mayor of the Wenlock Borough, and on his 
father’s death Billy took over the butcher’s 
business. Billy’s elder brother was also a 
butcher and he used to have a shop in Bro- 
seley. His sister married Billy Spencer, who 


used to be licensee of the Crown Inn, in Wa¬ 
terloo Street, Ironbridge,” wrote Len. 

The 11 miles that Billy swam in one go 
compares with Kevin Brady’s swims of 
around eight miles a day, done in several 
sessions of one or two hours each. Of course 
Billy’s effort was a one-off, while Kevin’s 
has been continued on consecutive days. 

As the newspaper report shows, Billy had 
no special protection, while Kevin has been 
wearing a wetsuit (or it may be a drysuit). 

We don’t know the details of Billy’s later 
life, but he will have passed on years ago, as 
he would be well over 100 now. 

As for Kevin, his swim will raise money 
for the Superhero Foundation, a charity 
which Mr Brady co-founded with his cousin 
and fellow endurance athlete Jamie Mc¬ 
Donald. The charity helps families that 
need funds to access otherwise inaccessible 
treatments for mental or physical illness.

WE’VE told the story of how Tong Castle 
was blown up in 1954, and of the modern 
village campaign to secure the future of 
the castle gates, which survive - albeit at 
a Wolverhampton location. 

But what about the archaeological investi¬ 
gations which were to follow in the 1970s and 
1980s? 

With the coming of the M54 motorway which was 
earmarked to carve its way through the castle site, 
there was much urgency about the work. 

And the main personality in this aspect of the story 
is the archaeologist, the late Alan Wharton, who led 
the excavations, which spanned from 1976 to 1986 
and were done by vol¬ 
unteers in what was 
effectively a Time 
Team-style race 
against the clock. 

Rachel Taylor of 
Welshpool has followed 
our features about the 
castle, and knew Alan, 
for whom her former 
husband worked for a 
time. 

Alan was to give her 
a report which included 
drawings of what the 
garden and grounds 
An 1826 painting of the castle may have looked like. 

She also has an 1826 
print of a watercolour showing how the castle looked 
then. 

Rachel, who lived in Brewood for 13 years, said: “I 
had a lot of respect for Alan’s knowledge and not many 
may have known that at the time he was suffering ter¬ 
ribly with MS and could not always walk, or did so with 
a limp.” 

The report on the work ran to well over 40 pages. 

Ancient 

One of the important early findings was confirma¬ 
tion that the site was an ancient one, going back at 
least 800 years, which disproved a theory held by some 
experts that the early castle was at Tong Norton. 

Among the many artefacts found were pottery in¬ 
cluding a 13th century cooking pot (found 1976) and a 
14th century pewter jug (discovered 1977) - all parts 
of the jigsaw by which the layers of history of the site 
could be reconstructed. 

The discovery of a medieval well yielded many inter¬ 
esting finds, and one of the jewels in the crown of the 
work was the ice house, a building which acted like a 
sort of ancient fridge. 

This was dismantled and taken to the Avoncroft 
Museum of Buildings which is, incidentally, also the 
hoped-for destination of the castle gates. 

Alan Wharton’s investigations were to result in the 
production of a historical timeline tracing the develop¬ 
ment and changes on the site over the centuries. 

There was to prove to be a bonus of sorts, as dur¬ 
ing the planning phase of the M54 the motorway was 
downgraded from three lanes to two, which meant the 
destruction of the historical traces of the castle was not 
as complete as it would otherwise have been.

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'Newbie' to Shropshire is 
creating rather a buzz

AS I always say when giving my 
talks on the subject, a natural¬ 
ist’s calendar is all about ‘coin¬ 
cidence’ - coincidence and good 
luck in spotting a particular spe¬ 
cies and coincidence as in ‘coin¬ 
ciding’. 

An animal’s ability to give birth or 
lay its eggs ready for their hatching in 
spring, is clearly going to benefit from 
the fresh bounty in fields and hedge¬ 
rows as well as a nice warm summer to 
come. In other words, plenty of time to 
prepare for autumn and winter. 

But there are those species that buck the 
trend as far as spring emergence goes. 

Indeed they have only recently started 
their surfacing from beneath the ground 
and yet, it’s still all about coincidence. 

There wouldn’t have been much point in 
my writing about colletes hederae, the ivy 
bee, until about two years ago, when it was 
first discovered in Shropshire. 

The adult bees emerge late in the year 
in order to coincide with their floral name¬ 
sake, the start of the ivy’s flowering season. 

The males normally emerge a little bit 
earlier (from the end of August) followed by 
the females starting to emerge from early 
September. 

Unlike a lot of other insects, they are 
happy to be ‘on the wing’ until early No¬ 
vember and so now is a great time to spot 
them and help us map their spread. 

And coincidently it is very important 
therefore to keep any stands of ivy you 
might have in and around your gardens. 



This plant acts like a wildlife magnet and 
provides vital sustenance for species such 
as wasps, pollinating flies, beetles and the 
ivy bee. 

So why talk about this particular bee? 

Well it’s a pretty good ambassador for its 
species. 

It’s brightly coloured and very attractive. 

It’s also fairly easy to spot. 

Not only does it flock (technically swarm 
or drift) to ivy like iron fillings to the afore¬ 
mentioned magnet, but it’s also a little 
larger than your average honey bee. 

However it is unlike the honey bee in that 
it is a solitary burrower. 

They like to nest in light, often sandy 
soils with sparse vegetation. 

South-facing banks and soft-rock cliffs 
are favoured as is the nearby presence of 
large stands of old ivy. 

These two factors, coinciding with each 
other, makes for an important area for the 
success of this species. 

Despite their solitary nature, everything 
can change during mating! 

Emerging female bees get pounced upon 
by several males trying to be the one to 
mate with her. 

This is rather politely known as a ‘copula¬ 
tion cluster’. They often roll down the bank 
or cliff like a little ball and will disintegrate 
after hitting the bottom. 


These intriguing little insects belong to 
a group of bees known as plasterers and to 
understand why, we need to peep into the 
female’s nest. 

She digs it and her eggs in separate cells 
with a provision of, what else but ivy pollen 
for the resulting larvae. 

The cells are ‘plastered’ with a cello¬ 


phane like plastic-material which makes 
the cells waterproof. 

The young larvae overwinter to grow on 
and pupate in the next year and, one might 
hope, move this handsome and important 
species northward.

Pine martens 
are released in 


wildlife project 

NINE pine martens have been released into the wild in 
Mid Wales in an effort to re-introduce them to the region. 

The animals have been brought down from Scotland and 
released by The Vincent Wildlife Trust, which will be rein¬ 
troducing them to the region over the next five years. 

The trust said the project has involved meticulous plan¬ 
ning to ensure the elusive mammal - the second rarest in 
the country - settles in well. 

Natalie Buttriss, the trust’s chief executive officer, said: 
“Pine martens are thriving in Scotland, but in England and 
Wales the population is in danger of extinction. 

“To help Wales’s marten population recover, the trust 
aims to translocate 20 pine martens to woodlands in Mid 
Wales, with a further 20 animals next autumn. 

“This number should result in a self-sustaining popula¬ 
tion that over time will spread to other forests of Wales and 
across the border into England.” 

She added: “My team of mammal conservationists has 
been working tirelessly over the last two years to make this 
happen. We have left no stone unturned to ensure that our 
approach is rigorous, and we have involved a wide range of 
people in the planning of this project including numerous 
experts in the field of mammal conservation. 

“In our many conversations, we have been boosted by 
the positive response and support we have received at every 
stage of the project’s development.” 

At the time of the First World War, pine martens had 
simply disappeared from almost all of southern Britain. 

Those that remained had found refuge in the North West 
Highlands of Scotland and in tiny pockets of the uplands of 
northern England and Wales. 

This disappearance was principally a result of predator 
control associated with the increase in popularity of game 
shooting coming on top of the loss of so much of Britain’s 
mature woodland - the favoured habitat of the pine mar¬ 
ten. 

The trust has worked with many partners and experts to 
make the translocation project a reality. 

Scottish Natural Heritage has given the trust a licence 
to catch the pine martens, Forestry Commission Scotland 
has permitted access to its land and the animals are being 
released under permit on land owned by the Welsh Govern¬ 
ment and managed by Natural Resources Wales. 

The release pens in Wales have been designed and built 
by staff from Chester Zoo, a major partner in the project.

STILL Alice, featuring Julianne 
Moore’s Oscar-winning perfor¬ 
mance as a 50-year-old stricken 
by a rare form of Alzheimer’s 
disease, comes to Stafford Film 
Theatre in November with a spe¬ 
cial screening at the Gatehouse 
Theatre. 

Moore plays Alice Howland, a wife, moth¬ 
er and linguistics professor who develops 
a rare form of dementia known as familial 
Alzheimer’s. The film won her the Academy 
award for best actress and has been hailed 
for its sensitive treatment of a devastating 
condition that many families have to deal 
with on a daily basis. 

Jeremy Hughes, chief executive of the 
Alzheimer’s Society, said the film did much 
to confront “the stigma and shame all too 
often associated with dementia”. 

He added: ‘Uulianne’s part is incredibly 
powerful and it’s rare to see Alzheimer’s 
portrayed so accurately.” 

Janet Baylis of the Alzheimer’s Dementia

her husband and three adult children. 

“And we feel we’re living the challeng¬ 
es and uncertainties with them, although 
cinema-goers should be reassured that this 
type of inherited Alzheimer’s is very rare.”

of reaching 0-60mph in 3.9 seconds and a top speed of 
186mph. 

Little wonder that means best-in-class power and torque 
as well as best power-to-weight and torque-to-weight. 

It’s the glorious noise produced when you rev the five-li¬ 
tre engine that hits you first. For an enthusiast there can 
be no better sound and at the flick of the active sports 
exhaust switch you can even make things louder - just for 
the sheer fun of it. 

So if you want to remain anonymous start looking in 
different showrooms. They won’t just see you coming in 
the F-Type they will hear you from miles away thanks to 
quad exhaust pipes. 

The first thing to appreciate once behind the wheel is 
the amount of power you are responsible for. The latest 
model may come with an all-wheel-drive system but you 
still have to keep your wits about you to maintain straight 
line driving once you hit the throttle. 

You get a lot more help these days thanks to suspen¬ 
sion tuning, and torque vectoring to keep you on the road 
but this is not a car for the inexperienced driver. 

Buying a supercar is also going to cost you a lot of 
money and the F-Type is no exception with a basic price 
of £97,145. For that you get an awful lot though includ¬ 
ing, chrome side power vents, 20” black alloy wheels and 
R-themed leather interior and seats. 

Stunning 

There’s a DAB radio and configurable ambient lighting, 
intelligent driving dynamics, rear parking help, torque ve- 
coting by braking with electronic active differential, tyre 
pressure monitoring and steering column adjustment with 
memory function. 

The wipers are rain sensing and the Bi-function HID 
Xenon headlights come with intelligent high beam assist. 
There’s also valuable front windscreen heating and power 
assisted steering. 

The cabin is a stunning place to be with an eight inch 
touch screen display containing all the information you 
need, flat bottomed leather sports steering wheel, stain¬ 
less steel pedals, carbon seat trim and a pedestrian con¬ 
tact sensing system. 

As you would expect there’s a first class Sat-Nav sys¬ 
tem, SOS assistance call system and a superb infotain¬ 
ment package along with a 10-speaker surround sound 
system to keep you entertain even with the roof down. 

The test car included another £6,000 worth of extras 
including an extended leather package, illuminated tread 
plates, a parking pack, visibility pack, blind spot monitor¬ 
ing, smart key system, climate control, extra speakers and 
heated seats to push the overall price up to £103,715. 

Jaguar claim combined fuel figures of 25mpg but you’ll 
be hard pressed to achieve that if you are anything less 
than an enthusiastic driver - if you get my drift. C02 emis¬ 
sions are also very high at 269g/km. 

The introduction of the all-wheel-drive system will make 
the F-Type a more attractive option but the F-Type remains 
only an option for those with deep pockets. The rest of us 
can only dream.

Renault has finally entered the 
big Crossover market with the 
launch of the new Kadjar - but 
have they left it too late? 

Captur, the company’s compact 
Crossover, has been a massive suc¬ 
cess for the French company and Kad¬ 
jar is its big brother being launched 
into anC-Sector already flooded with a 
range of options from all the big play¬ 
ers. 

Renault’s task will be to convince enough 
buyers that Kadjar is a better option with a 
strong range of 18 options to chose from. 

One car in every five sold across the world 
today is a Crossover and the sector is pro¬ 
jected to continue growing at pace so it’s 
little wonder that Renault feel the need to ex¬ 
tend the family. And bosses are convinced 
Kadjar will become another success story. 

You would be right in saying it looks just 
like the Nissan Qashqai. After al it is based 
on the same Renault-Nissan Alliance com¬ 
mon module family architecture which al¬ 
lows a wide variety of cars of different siz¬ 
es to use common parts. Both companies 
seem happy that the two vehicles will go 
head-to-head. 

The 18-model range comes in Expres¬ 
sion, Dynamique and Signature Nav modes 
and the 1.6 Signature dCi on test is expect¬ 
ed to be one of the best sellers at £24,795. 

Full range prices stretch from on-the-road 
at £17,995 to £26,295. 


It seemed a lot of money for the car on test 
but you have to remember you are getting a 
lot for your money. Standard items included 
ABS and EBA braking support, stability con¬ 
trol, anti-skid regulation, hill start and electric 
parking brake as standard. 

There was also plenty of safety equipment 
on board with driver, passenger, lateral and 
curtain airbags, cruise control, dead locking, 
side impact protection bars and a very useful 
tyre pressure monitoring system to save you 
getting those hands dirty. 

The test car also came with air condition¬ 
ing, tinted windows, body side mouldings, 
front fogs, LEDA daytime running lights, DAB 
radio, Bluetooth and a seven inch digital 
dashboard display. 

Extras such as automated dipping lights, 
my personal favourite cornering lights, elec¬ 
tric door mirrors, lane departure warning, 
traffic sign recognition, full LED headlights, 
sunroof, 19inch alloys, height adjustable 
seats and Sat Nav with EU mapping wee 
also fitted. All great extras but pushing the 
price up to £27,470. 

The launch car was not fitted with all-wheel 
drive which will come with a choice of auto, 
lock and front-wheel drive modes to allow 
drivers to adapt to differing road conditions. 

Inside the cabin is a comfortable place 
to be with all the seat and steering wheel 
adjustments that you will need. Particularly 
impressive is the one-touch 60/40 split rear 
seat option which increases an already im¬ 
pressive not space from 472 litres to 1,478 
litres. 

Kadjar is easy to drive too. There’s a tight 
turning circle and many will be attracted by

the hands free parking and reversing cam¬ 
era options. It looks the part too with an as¬ 
sertive grille and front and rear skid plates 
adding to the sporty appearance. 

The test car had a top speed of 118mph 
and 0-62mph in just under 10 seconds, 
claimed fuel consumption figures of 
62mpg and C02 emissions of 117g/km 
from the 1.6dCi 130 engine. 


In front-wheel-drive mode the Kadjar is 
as composed to drive as anything in the 
sector with very little body lean and nicely 
weighted steering. 

Will it sell? It’s stylish and good looking 
and ticks all the SUV boxes in the C-Sector 
so the answer is probably yes. But it may 
well pinch some Captur sales along the 
way.

Don’t shut the door 
on latest Clubman

Mini has gone back to the draw¬ 
ing board with the Clubman, fi¬ 
nally shaking off the confusing 
single rear door that was on the 
wrong side for British roads. The 
new one is longer, wider and 
more practical, with a view to tar¬ 
geting the likes of the Audi A1. 

Under the bonnet you’ll find the 
latest turbocharged BMW Group en¬ 
gines, based on 500cc cylinders. You 
get 1.5-litre three-cylinder options and 
2.0-litre four-pots in both petrol and 
diesel, and all are as effective as a 
spring-loaded boxing glove alarm clock 
on your pillow. 

The front end is great; all curvaceous bon¬ 
net and cute round headlights. 

Move around to the sides and you’ll find 
the two completely normal doors on each 
stretched-looking flank. 

Proud 

The back desn’t share the same triumph 
of simplicity. It’s more of a mess, with light 
clusters and badging that just don’t work 
aesthetically, at least to these eyes. Splitting 
the ‘Clubman’ lettering across the two doors 
leaves four letters on the left and three on 
the right. The OCD in me just isn’t OK with 
that. 

Mini is quite proud of this car’s 360-litre 
boot, and it’s a fact that the Clubman makes 
the three-door Mini hatchback’s boot seem 
like a small handbag. 

There’s also a neat and little-known trick 
where the seats can be angled forwards, 
making them vertical, before re-securing 
them on brackets. That raises the potential 
to carry larger objects or increase that 360 
litres to a level that at least equals the best 
in class. 

You can still use the Isofix child seat 
mounts when the rear seats are cantered 
forwards, too. 

Elsewhere there’s room for 1.5 and 1.O-li- 
tre bottles (at the same time) in the front door 
pockets. The glove box is larger than you’d 
expect, and there’s an adjustable boot floor. 

Typically, the Clubman needs a bit of 
money spending on options to make it feel 
special. 

Navigation is standard, though, and you 
get the very impressive screen and iDrive in¬ 
terface, too. But the stereo, upholstery and 
wheels all benefit from upgrades if you can 
afford it. 


The steering is very quick, and seems to 
get faster after leaving the straight-ahead. 
It’s easy to put too much lock on until you’re 
used to it. 

This Cooper S model is plenty quick 
enough in a straight line thanks to its smooth 
and incredibly flexible 2.0-litre engine, but it 
could use a more exciting noise to keep it 
company. 

Most body types will find the seats sup¬ 
portive and comfortable. That helps con¬ 
centration, which is handy because outward 
visibility isn’t the best, especially when the 
head-up display is active. Lots of headroom 
means you’d better raise that seat up for an 
improved view. 

At the basic on-the-road price the Cooper 
S is something of a bargain compared to, 
say, a Volkswagen Golf GTI, but add the op¬ 
tions you really want (or need, for residual 


value’s sake) and the playing field is quickly 
levelled. 

Be careful with the throttle and you could 
see over 60mpg on a 50mph cruise. That 
plunges with the enthusiastic stomping the 
engine tempts out of your right foot, but the 
potential is there if you really want to save 
fuel. 

Anyone looking at a well-specced Golf or 
A1 could benefit from a look at the Clubman. 
The twin boot doors have one or two advan¬ 
tages for practicality, and recesses in the 
front seat backs make sure there’s enough 
room for four average-height adults without 
breaking a sweat. It could be a useful - and 
stylish - car for any two-child family. 

This car summed up in a single word: Dif¬ 
ferent If this car was a: Weetabix, it would 
be covered in jam. Perhaps it’s not the most 
obvious choice, but once you try it...

Scrap them all - even 
classic cars - if we really 
want to cut emissions! 

There have been two clear issues that 
have arisen from the Volkswagen emis¬ 
sions scandal over the past few weeks, 
says Alasdair Suttee. 

The first is VW cheated in tests and the sec¬ 
ond is some of its cars have been pumping out 
harmful gases. 

Yet these cars are still cleaner than many older ma¬ 
chines that are perfectly legal to be used on the road 
with no penalty. 

If we really are going to be serious about cleaning 
up the air quality in the UK and save the estimated 
50,000 lives that are lost every year due to some of the 
effects of vehicle emissions, shouldn’t we start with 
the worst polluters? 

While classic cars are maintained to very high 
standards by most owners who take fastidious pride 
in their vehicle’s condition, there is no escaping the 
fact they kick out more pollutants than almost every 
sort of new car. 

Scrapping these historically interesting and impor¬ 
tant cars would be a great shame, but their use could 
be limited to minimise the damage they do to the en¬ 
vironment. 

At present, you can drive a classic car into the cen¬ 
tre of any city, where pollutants have the biggest effect 
on human health. 

Even in 2020 when London introduces an Ultra Low 
Emissions Zone, classic cars will be exempt all year 
round. 


Damaging 

There may be far fewer classic cars on the roads 
of the UK, with an estimated 500,000 such cars 
on our roads during the year, they still play their part 
in damaging the atmosphere and health of passers- 
by. 

A simple way to limit this damage would be for clas¬ 
sic cars to be banned from city centres other than for 
special occasions, where the owner would pay a fee 
similar to London’s Congestion Charge. At least this 
would allow some use, unlike in Paris where the city’s 
mayor is planning to ban all pre-1997 cars from the 
city. 

Classic cars are only a small part of the pollution 
problem and it is the older, less efficient cars we 
should be targeting to help clean up our environmen¬ 
tal act. 

A car built in the 1990s may have been cutting edge 
when launched, but that edge will have been blunted 
by thousands of miles of use and, most likely, minimal 
servicing now. 

A car can only function at its best when properly 
maintained, but even aperfect 1990s car is not going 
to be anywhere near as clean or green as a much 
newer model. 

While many of the people driving such cars do so 
through necessity, they should also be rewarded for 
choosing something less polluting. 

The Government misguidedly introduced a scrap- 
page scheme to help prop up the UK car market dur¬ 
ing the recession, so why not dig into its pockets to 
make a more useful contribution to the environment 
that benefits everyone? 

A one-off grant to help drivers upgrade to a low 
emissions car would soon pay for itself with lower de¬ 
mands on the health service. 

Only when the Government and drivers face up to 
the harsh reality of the air pollution problem we are 
faced with, will we see genuine change for the better. 


Safety should be young drivers own responsibility 


ROAD SAFETY organisation GEM 
Motoring Assist is calling on young 
people across the UK to take more 
responsibility for their own safety 
on the roads. The call follows the 
release of video footage showing 
two young men in their speeding 
car, moments before they both 
died in a crash. 

The video, filmed from inside a Renault 
Clio, shows driver Kyle Careford and his 
friend Michael Owen speeding along ru¬ 
ral roads in Sussex. They crash into a 
church wall in the village of Rotherfield, 
where both die instantly.

GEM chief executive David Williams says: 
“It is heart-breaking to watch this video and to 


see two young lives ended instantly. We com¬ 
mend the courage of the young men’s families 
for supporting the release of the video, which 
we hope will challenge anyone who thinks it’s 
alright to drive fast because they think it’s fun 
and there are no consequences. 

“Figures show that one in five drivers will 
have a crash within six months of passing their 
driving test. 

“Inexperience means they may not spot haz¬ 
ards that are developing ahead, while their age 
means they are also more likely to take risks. 

“So we’re challenging them first of all to get 
their attitude right, and to ensure they concen¬ 
trate 100 per cent, develop good observation 
and anticipate what hazards could be develop¬ 
ing ahead of them. 

“We would like as many young drivers as 
possible to heed the clear warnings provided 
by this video, and to do everything they can to 
reduce the risks they face and the risks they 
pose - to their passengers and to other road 
users as well. 


GEM has compiled some simple tips to im¬ 
prove safety and reduce risk for young drivers: 

• Develop a good attitude to driving that 
puts safety first and means you’re far less like¬ 
ly to take risks. 

• Ensure you minimise distractions. Switch 
off your mobile phone and turn the music 
down so you can focus fully on safer driving. 

• Always wear a seatbelt. 

• Stay with speed limits on journeys, and 
always ensure you drive at a speed that allows 
you to stop - on your side of the road - in the 
event of any hazard. 

• Never drive if you’ve been drinking alco¬ 
hol and/or taking drugs, and never get in a car 
driven by someone you suspect to have been 
drinking or taking drugs. 

• Sign your own voluntary code of good 
driving behavior and encourage your friends to 
do the same.This code could be an agreement 
with parents or loved ones, or something you 
commit to privately.

FOR the second year running, 
Welsh driver Tom Cave and 
Oswestry co-driver Craig Parry 
have finished runner-up in the 
Drive DMACK Fiesta Trophy.

“Despite not winning the cham¬ 
pionship, it’s been a really positive 
season for me and I’ve definitely 
progressed as a driver.” 

Dust 

With double points on offer at 
the finale, the pair were in with a 
chance. 

But they were hampered just 
three stages into the event on Fri¬ 
day after getting caught behind 
fellow championship contender 
Max Vatanen while in the lead. 
Stuck in the ailing driver’s dust, 
23-year-old Cave lost over 40 sec¬ 
onds and dropped from first to 
fifth. 

He charged back, setting five 
fastest times during the day, to 
move up to second in the champi¬ 
onship race. 

The only mixed-surface event 
of the season then switched to as¬ 
phalt for the remaining two days. 
But a slight loss of power thwarted 
his challenge around Tarragona 
and he finished the day 27.8 sec¬ 
onds behind the leader. 

Undeterred, Cave continued his 
charge on Sunday but slid off the 
road on stage 19 and dropped over 
eight minutes as spectators rushed 
to help him back on. The challenge 
was effectively over. 

The heart-braking result saw 
him finish runner-up in the series 
for the second successive season. 

Now Cave’s focus moves to 
Wales Rally GB, the final round of 
the WRC in November, where he 
field a Ford Fiesta R5.
